III. Transportation

1. Vehicular access to the Site shall be as generally depicted on the Rezoning Plan. The placement and configuration of the
vehicular access points are subject to any minor modifications required to accommodate final site and construction plans and

4. Dedication and fee simple conveyance of all rights of way and sidewalk utility easement to the City before the site's first building
certificate of occupancy is issued.
